The Board of Health met last evening 
in the Mayor’s oilice, all the members 
present except Dr. Kurtz, who is in 
Europe,with Mayor Hazard in the chair. 
P. Navaro petitioned 
for a water 
trough iu front of his saloon on Buena 
V ista street. It was granted. 
Mr. G. B. W hitehead, who was pres­ 
ent, acked that some action be taken in 
the matter of the cow ordinance. 
The 
present ordinance provides that not more 
than two cows shall be kept by anyone 
living inside of certain limits which are 
carefully dutined. 
About a week ago 
Mr. Whitehead was compelled to pay a 
small fine for maintaining a large number 
of cows ineide cf this limit. They were 
not kept for dairy purposes, but for sale. 
Mr. Wooodhead asked that the Board 
recommend to the Council that the ord­ 
inance be changed contracting the limits 
eo as t j leave out five blocks on the north 
side of College street. The request was 
not 
granted. 
The 
ordinance 
has 
nothing 
to 
say 
about 
saleyards, 
and it was proposed by the Board 
th at a new section be put into the ordi­ 
nance allowing cows to be kept in these 
within certain limits, thus covering the 
ground of Mr. Wood head’s request. 
A 
motion to make this recommendation to 
the Council was passed. 
R. M. Baker and several other citizens 
owning property in the vicinity of China­ 
town, protested against the spread of the 
heathen element up toward Main street, 
and asked that the Beard should take 
some action in the way of condemning 
tne whole section as a nuisance. This 
proposition occasioned a good deal of 
talk general regret being expressed at 
the rapid encroachment of the Chinese 
quarter, ami a variety of schemes being 
suggested to keep it back from Main 
street. It was the opinion of the Board 
th at no general action in the way of de­ 
claring the whole district a nuisance 
could be taken, but the Mayor suggested 
that a special officer might be appointed 
by the Police Commission to report to the 
Board of Health on such nuisances as he 
should find after careful investigation in 
Chinatown. This plan met with favor, 
aud a request to that effect was trans­ 
mitted to the Police Commission. 
R. C. Shaw petiiioned to have a bcle 
on Florence street filled up. It was filed. 
R. Stearns sent in a petition asking to 
have the dog pound declared a nuisance. 
This was filed. A petition asking to 
have Flower street sprinkled was tiled; 
also one to have Pasadena avenue sprin­ 
kled. 
Councilman Snmmerland asked to have 
a special officer appointed to look after 
the condition of cesspools throughout the 
city.

OUR TRAMP.

S p o k a n e F a l l s , June 12, 1889. 
Arriving here at midnight, the first 
sound that meets the ear is the roar of 
the falls, which rem inded me of Santa 
Monica when the surf is high. 
The 
Spokane is about the size of the Sacra­ 
mento river below its junction with the 
San Joaquin, and has a num ber of fails, 
varying from ten to thirty feet. The total 
fall in the mile which passes through 
town is 165 feet, furnishing, it is calcu­ 
lated, 95,000 horse power. 
The electric 
light 
works 
are 
run 
by 
it, and 
they ^ in 
turn 
run 
numbers 
of 
electric motors of limited power for 
small machinery and printing presses. 
The Gas Company cannot compete with 
the Electric Light Company, and print­ 
ing offices, hotel bedrooms and private 
residences all have their incandescente. 
Spokane claims 20,000 population, but 
I doubt it. The place is dull compared 
with what it has been, but it has a 
healthy^ look. The large wholesale houses 
appear busy, auu all kinds of goods are 
to be found here in enormous quantities. 
Two of the dry goods stores carry as fine 
stocks as any in the largest citieB. 
There are many elegant 
business 
blocks of five stories, ornamented with 
stone work, the upper stories being of 
brick. There are fine stone quarries 
close by, and I think more of it would be 
used. 
Elegant and costly residences are con­ 
spicuous by their absence. There are 
not three houses in the town that cost 
over $8,000, and the 
average about 
$2,000. 
One thing much needed here is a bet­ 
ter water syHtem. 
A mile from the post­ 
office the residents get no water fre­ 
quently till after 10 o’clock a. m. There 
is no fire apparatus here, and *he only 
extinguisher 
íb 
the 
hydrant 
and 
hoee, with a very weak head of water, 
bhould a fire break out any of the windy 
afternoons, the whole town will go up in 
smoke, for the structures arc mostly 
frame. 
The hotels are full and the street» 
have about as many idle men on their 
pidewalka as Los Angeles did during her 
boom, and the toughest lot of citizens I 
have seen. 
The town is overran with 
gamblers and faro is run openly. 
I 
opened a side-door of a hotel and looked 
in, as I thought it was a hallway. There 
was 
a 
game 
in 
full 
blast, with 
a 
policeman, 
gorgeous in his blue 
and brass buttons, bucking away l:ke 
a son-of a-gun. This is a free and easy 
conntry, but I am told that in Butte City 
and Helena they ore more strict. The 
Montana spot ta h a d a State law passed 
making it ¿ misdemeanor, with heavy 
fine or imprisonment, or both, to run a 
brace game. They are honest about it, 
and are williDgto give a man one chance 
in fifty of winniDg. 
I saw eleven citizens depart for Walla 
Walla the other day to remain there a 
few years each. They had been making 
nocturnal visits to strange houses, bor­ 
rowing 
watches, 
etc., 
and 
got 
caught at it. 
They were accompanied 
to the train by a most villainous-look- 
ing crowd, present company excepted. 
One of the worst features of Spokane is 
the intolerable dust. The streets are 
not sprinkled, and every afternoon there 
is a breeze. I suppose this will be rem­ 
edied in time. Tnere are two papers 
here, the Review and the Chronicle—the 
former morning and the latter evening, 
besides half a dozen tin-horn weeklies. 
The Review is eet up in a church, whose 
«ongregation outgrew it. The fa’her of 
the chapel calls time from the pulpit, and 
all meetings of the chapel are held in the 
vestry, where all “ kicks” are adjusted 
and other matters attended to. 
Where 
the baptismal fount formerly was row 
stands a font of nonpareil full-face. The 
organ alcove is partitioned off, end there­ 
in the brains of the present organ grind 
out their daily griit. 
I t is a six-day 
paper, and runs ten compositors. About 
twenty touriBt printers arrived in town 
laid week, but most of them have left by 
this time. 
I have met three Los Angeles men, so 
far. Frank Ganahl, who is practicing 
law here, and is now absent attending to 
a big mining suit iu Idaho. 
He has 
made lots of money, and intends to 
make more. Jasper Babcock is here, 
looking about the same as he did twenty 
years ago. He does nothing but eat and fish. 
Ben Dittman, who w e b with Jack Wolff 
a long time and was known as “ Pipifax,” 
is here. 
He has a fine farm six miles 
out and is building a residence in the 
be^t part of town. 
He is easily worth 
$100,000. 
He owns a saloon which has 
been a mint to him. 
If it is any indica­ 
tion of duller timeH, he told me his re­ 
ceipts had fallen off fifty per cent, in the 
last two months. 
Living at restaurants is a little higher 
than in Los Angeles—about the same 
prices as during the boom there. 
It looks as though Spokane was des­ 
tined to be a great city. 
The fine 
water-power which can be used over 
and over again, the mines and adjacent 
farming country all point that way. I 
am told that the winter is embraced in 
the first two weeks iu Jan u ary ; after 
that it is practically over. The days are 
hot just now, but away from the rays of 
the sun the air is cool enough, and the 
nights are about like those of Los Ange­ 
les. The evenings are very long. 
It is 
not dark till 9 :30, and a newspaper can 
be read outdoors at that hour. 
The 
nights are so short 
that the 
hens 
have a careworn 
look for 
want of 
sleep, 
as 
it 
is 
light 
at 
3 
o’clock, when scratching time comes. 
By way of a windnp to this wandering 
letter, I will relate a conversation I had 
with a man on the cars. 
We had been 
talking about the thieves who had robbed 
the dead bodies at the Pennsylvania 
flood. Af er expressing his opinion rather 
forcibly, he remarked that they were all 
foreigners who committed the outrages. 
I said “ No, is that so; what were they, 
Italiam s?” “ No,” said he, “ thev were 
those d—d Ghouls.”

Railroad Sold. 


THE FUTURE ARRANGEMENTS. 


A New Company to be Incorpor 
ated—A Fine Service 
Prom ised. 


Mr. Samuel H. Taylor, the represent­ 
ative of the Thomson-Houeton Electric 
Railway Company, which for some time 
past has been negotiating for the pur­ 
chase of the Howland Electric road in 
this city, arrived in town yesterday 
morning. 
A H erald man ran across 
him at noon as he was standing in the 
Nadeau House lobby, and asked how 
the deal was progressing. 
“ It is virtually concluded,” was the 
reply. “ The papers are all made out 
and signed, and will be turned over to 
me to-morrow. When I was here be­ 
fore, some three weeks ago, I could not 
make any satisfactory arrangement with 
Colonel Howland, who kept procrasti­ 
nating, until at last I got thoroughly 
sickened witn tne way I was being 
treated. 
I therelore returned to my 
Coast headquarters, at 8an Francisco, 
and told the Colonel not to bother 
me any more about the matter 
until the papers were ready. 
On 
Saturday last I received a dispatch from 
him announcing that the documents 
were all drawn up, so I came south, and 
here I am.” 
WUAT IS TO BE DONE. 
“Directly the papers are in my bauds,” 
continued Mr. Taylor, “we will com­ 
mence operations. It is our intention to 
incorporate a new company, in which no 
member of the syndicate under which 
the road was formerly run will have a 
place. This incorporation will take place 
within 
the 
next 
thirty 
days, 
and meantime we will be making 
arrangements for our plant, which 
has to come from the East. Altogether 
it will take from 90 to 120 days to get 
the line in operation with our dynamos. 
Although the road is owned back East it 
will be managed exclusively from here, 
and one of your good representative 
men will be placed in charge, while the 
improvements are pending we will run 
the cars by horses, as at present, though 
we will probably put on little better ser­ 
vice. We will take out all the big poles 
on Pico street and also remove the arms 
from the otber stands.” 
“ Your new road at Seattle met with 
bad luck,” said the peuciller. 
“ Yes, the fire wiped it out, like it did 
everything else, but within two days we 
were running again, and, strange to sa^, 
the cable roads up there have not yet 
succeeded in starting up again. I tell 
you the Tbomson-Houston ejetem is a 
fine one, and one that the public will 
appreciate wbea we get running. We 
have had troubles every time we have 
endeavored to get into a town, but when 
we are once established,the public always 
say that they are glad we came, and that 
they prefer our system of street transpor­ 
tation to any other. You ees we have 
many advantages over a cable road. In 
turning curves like the one at the corner 
of Spring and First streets, cable care 
have to go at almost full speed, whereas 
with electricity as a motor the care 
can be slackened down at such 
places to 
a mere 
snail’s pace. 
“ There is no doubt about it, electricity 
is the coming power for transportation as 
well as for lighting, hanging and all the 
other appliances to which it is now being 
directed.” 
Mr. Taylor will only remain in the 
town for a day or two, as he directs all 
his company’s business from their Pa­ 
cific Coast headquarters at San Fran­ 
cisco, and will leave for there as soon as 
the necessary papers are turned over to 
him. 
THE BUILDING COMMITTEE. 
P r e p a r a tio n s fo r F u r n ish in g th e 
N ew C ity H a ll. 
The Building Committee of the City 
Council met yesterday morning for the 
purpose of selecting furniture for the new 
City Hall, and examining the bids of the 
various furniture dealers for supplying 
the same. After looking over the bids 
the Committee viBited the various ware­ 
houses to examine the furniture. The 
Committee also decided that it would 
recommended that Contractor Hanlon be 
kept to his contract to finish the City 
Hall by August 1st. The work on the 
Hall has been somewhat delayed on ao- 
account of the 
marble for 
the 
wainscoting 
in 
the 
halls, and 
Mr. 
Hanlon was afraid that this 
would keep him beyond the time given 
him. The new City Hall will be very 
beautiful in the interior. The hall floors 
are of marble, and the wainscoting is to 
be of variegated marble taken from 
quarries in Georgia. 
The woodwork, 
wnich is of red oak, is very handsome, 
and the carving is in keeping with the 
rest of the finish. The Council Chamber 
will be one of the handsomest rooms in 
the State. The mantel piece will be 
twenty-six feet high, and will be put in 
place iu about ten days. The library 
rooms in the third story are finished, 
to that on Monday next the books will 
be moved from the old quarters in the 
Downey block. 
There 
will 
be 
a room set apart especially 
for 
the ladies, a gentlemen’s reading-room, 
and a newepaper room, besides the main 
book room and the Librarian’s and Di­ 
rectors’ rooms. 
These will be such an 
improvement over the library rooms 
which have been in use in the past that 
the library will become a feature of the 
city if properly supplied with books. 
The rooms of the Board of Education 
will also be on the third floor, and will 
be very handsome and conveniently ar­ 
ranged. 
Toe Mayor’s otlice will have 
two exits to the balconies iu front of the 
City Hall, and the Mayor will he able to 
deliver his addresses to the public from 
these hereafter. The City Clerk’s office, 
on the first floor, will be very conven­ 
ient and commodious, and the Tax Col­ 
lector will be better able to accommodate

THE ABBOTT ESTATE. 
T b e H e ir s Seek, A fter .VIany Y ear*, 
tor R ed ress. 
The Abbott family are pretty well 
known in Los Angeles. Old timers will 
remember the father of the family, who 
kept an undertaker’s place near the Pico 
House, in the Abbot block, where the 
first real theater in Los Angeles was 
opened in the second story. The block 
was built and the theater opened about 
18(39 or 1870. It was a big undertaking 
for the Los Angeles of that time. In 
1879 Abbott died, leaving a widow, 
Mercedes, after whom the theater wan 
named. Abbott left a will in which his 
children, of whom there were two boys 
and two girls, were not mentioned. 
He left considerable property which 
has since become very valuable. The 
widow has been administrating upon it 
for the past ten years. 
In the Superior Court today, under the 
title of Abbott vs. Johnson, will be com­ 
menced a contention for an accounting 
and distribution of this property. It will 
create no little interest. 
The omission of the children’s names 
from tbe will leaves tbe property, so far 
as they are concerned, exactly as if 
there had been no will at all. It is one 
of the minors who brings the suit, and 
the Johnson named ia an elder sister, not 
married, who will be readily remembered 
as a very pretty girl some half dozen 
years ago. In these half dozen years her 
career Las been a checkered one. She 
has been twice married in that time. She 
is joined with her mother and others in 
tbe suit. 
In tbe time since Abbott died, Mrs. 
Abbott has sold and redeemed back some 
of the property left by her husband 
Although the title to this now stands in 
her name, apparently by purchase, it 
will, nevertheless, be attacked. Hon. S. 
M. White and Judge Hatch represent the 
heirs.

The Board of Public Works took its 
regular Thureday tour yesterday, to e x ­ 
am ine into the works and improvem ents 
asked for by the citizens in various parts 
of the city. 
Boyle H eights was first 
visited. 
Here, on Boyle avenue, a part 
of the street, on the corner of Virginia 
street, which had been left ungraded, 
w as inspected. 
It was stated that the 
m an in front oí whose place this u n ­ 
graded spot exists would not combine 
w ith the rest of the property-owners and 
pay for grading the street. 
The conse­ 
quence is that the appearance of the 
street is marred, and it w asdeci .’ed to 
take steps to have this piece graded. 
The n ext place visited was the hill 
north 
of 
Aliso 
avenue, 
where the 
people want the grades established on 
several streets parallel to and intersect­ 
ing Brooklyn 
avenue. 
Deputy 
City 
Engineer Loundes said that he thought 
he could prepare a system of flood grades 
w hich would not make too great cuts and 
fills, and the party drove on to Chicago 
street, south of Virginia avenue, and 
opposite ex-M ayor Workman’s vineyard. 
Here the property-owners on the east 
side of the street want the street widened 
to sixty feel. 
They said that they had 
purchased the property in five-acre lots 
from Mr. Workman, with the under­ 
standing that the street was to be sixty 
feet wide. That was six or seven years 
ago. 
Shortly afterward, Mr. Workman 
planted a line cl trees on his side of th e 
street and encroached on the sixty feet. 
Then a reservoir was built by Mr. Work­ 
man extending on a part of the sixty feet, 
and the property-owners say that they 
want the street laid qut as it should be. 
U ntil this is done the proper ty-owners 
say that they cannot sell they property, 
or do anything with it. 
T hey say they

W hen this is built he will 
remove his Glendale track to a point 
further north, and move the bridge cross­ 
ing the Arroyo about half a, m ile further 
north. 
This will allow him to take up 
the track now occupying one of the 
streets in East Los A ngeles, and both 
lines will run for some distance over the 
some track. 
The plan, as suggested by 
him , seem ed advantageous to the city, 
and property owners had no objection to 
the change, so the probabilities 
are 
that the franchise will be granted on 
Monday next.

The route of a proposed street railroad 
extension was then visited.

Orange avenue and several other points 
were visited, and the Board of Public 
AVorks will be able to act intelligently on 
the m atters to come before it this morn­ 
ing.

th at of th e spring of 1872, having oc­ 
casioned som e trifling dam ages, b u t of 
no serious m om ent when com pared with 
th e disaster w h ich dism antled C h arles­ 
ton, South C arolina. 
In Inyo county, in 
1872, th ere w ere some lively “ sh a k es,” 
and they tell a story of a farm er w ho was 
chasing a colt seeing it disappear in a 
ren t of th e e a rth . 
But since th e n the 
cen ter of seism ic disturbances h as u n ­ 
questionably, a t least as respects the 
territory of th e U nited 
States, been 
transferred to th e A tlantic Coast. 
W e 
are not only blessed w ith im m unity from 
cyclones, blizzards and disastrous floods, 
but th e tem p eratu re here is so m ild and 
equable th a t o u r m eteorological draw ­ 
backs are reduced to a m inim um . 
Sun­ 
stroke is unknow n in C alifornia. 
So 
dry 
an d 
rare 
is 
th e 
air 
th at 
farm ers can w ork in th e fields when 
the m ercury has clim bed to figures th at 
would m ake it certain d eath to do the 
sam e thing in th e E ast. 
H y drophobia 
is unknow n in th e Golden State. 
W hen 
to all this is added the fact th at th e land 
and sea-breezes, alternating daily, m ake 
th e sum m ers a delight, and th e most 
delicate flowers bloom in the open air 
all th ro u g h the w inter, as is notably the 
case in Los Angeles, th e w onder is not 
th at th is city a n d county have grow n so 
rapidly, b u t th at there is not a general 
hegira from the E astern States to a place 
so highly favored. 
The blizzard of the 
w inter of 1887 88, and th e floods and 
cyclones of th e current year, ought to 
bring m ultitudes to a region w here n a ­ 
tu re never takes on repellant m oods, b a t 
delights rath er in cherishing m ankind. 


T h e Tribune is in a great travail over 
th e Federal offices in Los A ngeles, and 
displays a profound anxiety to h av e the 
Dem ocratic officials turned out. 
O n the 
o th er hand, th e Times show s a m arked 
deference to th e Civil Service professions 
of its party, an d would be quite resigned 
to seeing the present incum bents hold on 
till th e expiration of th eir comm issions.

A Strike Among the Debris 
Workmen Feared. 


A BIG RIOT IS ANTICIPATED. 


The Bodies of a Mother and Her 
Two Children R ecovered-lu 
Death Undivided. 


AHBotfAted Pres» D ispatches to the H kkald.I 
J oh n sto w n, June 20.—A strike among 
the laboring men here is fairly on. This 
morning not 1,000 men were at work. 
The dissatisfaction is spreading to other 
workmen. Over-bearing bosses, short 
rations, for which the men are made to 
pay liberally, are the grievances. 
The military is on active duty. A com­ 
pany of the Fifth Regiment has beeD 
ordered out. 
. 
While everything appears quiet on the 
surface, there is fear that a riot will fol­ 
low. 
A largely attended meeting of 
strikers was held this morning. A com­ 
mittees of twenty was appointed to con­ 
fer with the men at work, and find out 
the exact number in sympathy with the 
strikers. This committee will report to 
another meeting to be held at BQOh 
Three carloads of Italians arrived this 
this morning. The committee of the 
striking Italians pereuaded them not to 
leave the train until the strike is settled. 
They were side-tracked, and will be fed 
by che strikers. 
The committee appointed at the morn­ 
ing meeting reported an hour later that 
all the foreign workmen had quit work. 
Five bodies were recovered this morn­ 
ing, among them a mother and two chil­ 
dren. The children were locked in the 
mother’s arms. 
THE STRIKE DEVELOPING. 
Sixteen bodies were fonnd today, and 
many of them were immediately buried 
after being completely covered with oil. 
The stench is growing daily mere 
sickening 
and 
unbearable. 
The 
first clear day here since the awful 
calamity found work among the ruine 
practically su?pendedand upon the same 
ground where the havoc was so recently 
wrought, capital and labor are wrestling 
in bitter and threatening earnest, and 
the quiet, subdued feeling which pre­ 
vailed since the flood is giving 
way to one of unrest, discord and 
danger. A h yet there has been no open 
outbreak, but repeated broaches of the 
peace have occurred during the day, and, 
tonight a free fight occurred in which one 
man was probably fatally hurt. 
TIIB IDLE GETTING DRUNK. 
All the idle men who can get intoxi­ 
cated are drinking tonigbt. It has been 
announced tonight that tbe strike which 
began this morning has been declared 
off, 
and 
a 
thousand 
or 
more 
men 
have been

charged, bnt the discharged men as yet 
refused to abaLdon the place; and the 
authorities have announced that all 
idlers must leave early in the morning, 
otherwise the militia will be called upon 
to drive them away.
